A lady evangelist, Mrs. Elizabeth X. 
Wheaton by name, of Massiion, Ohio, 
visited the coun-iy jail and the citj 
prison yesterday, and preached to th e 
inmates. 
She has made a business for 
a number of years of traveling about the 
country from one place to another, visit­ 
ing jails and preaching to those whose 
misconduct 
has 
gotten 
them into 
trouble. 
Mrs. Wheaton is 
a plea­ 
sant-faced woman of advanced years. 
When her husband and child died she 
found herself with a small amount of 
property antf .*o interest in life. An 
paey speaker .and an excellent singer, 
thoroughly in earnest in her religious 
beliefs she came to be something of an 
exhorter. 8he chose jails as her special 
line of work., as it seemed to her a self- 
evident proposition that the inmates 
stood more in need of 
prayer and 
Christian guidance than those who were 
wont to assemble in the churches. 
Services are held every Sunday morn­ 
ing in the County Jail, and are usually 
conducted by the Y. M. C. A., or by the 
members of some church or religious so­ 
ciety, who volunteer to do such service. 
The prisoners are required to keep good 
order and remain quiet, but they are not 
compelled to attend the services. The 
result is that only two or three ever 
came near the end of the tanks where 
preaching is in progress. Those who 
have volunteered in this service are gen­ 
erally frank to admit that there is no 
evidence that much, if any, good is 
accomplished. Miss Wheaton asked that 
she might be allowed to speak by her­ 
self, after the others were gone, aud the 
request was granted. In a few minutes 
after she began singing in a clear, sweet 
voice, she had all the cells emptied, and 
the prisoners were gathered about her.

she delivered an 
exhortation, 
breaking out every now and then in a 
song. The religious part of her discourse 
bore 
a 
considerable 
resemblance 
to 
that 
of 
the 
ordinary 
ex­ 
horter, but the practical portion was 
logical and effective. The close attention 
which was accorded by all her listeners 
showed that some of the seed was likely 
to fall in good ground. 
After she had left the m en’s tanks and 
gone to the front part of the jail to talk 
with the women who are contined there, 
the prisoners expressed much satisfaction 
with the sermon, and declared that they 
would be very williug to listen to her 
every Sunday.

Tli«* l.lb r a r y D ir e c to r * A*k fo r A id 
lu T h e ir W o r k . 
To the Public at Large: 
T he Board of D irectors of th e Public 
L ibrary of th is city request th e aid of the 
citizens in establishing a library th at 
will n ot only be of service to th e student 
but to th e general reader. In M arch last 
th e Board of D irectors w as appointed to 
take charge of the L ibrary an d to conduct 
its affairs in th e in terest of th e city. 
In 
pursuance of th eir d a ty th e Directors 
have m ade a careful investigation of the 
property w hich was tu rn ed over to their 
care, and upon such exam ination fiod 
th at th eir sole possessions consist of 
about 5,000 books, m any of which are of 
the trash iest sort, a few dilapidated 
chairs, broken-dow n tables, 
unbound 
volum es of new spapers, and th ree sm all, 
ill-odored rooms, which few care to visit. 
All of th e D irectors have, during their 
lifetim e, visited and inspected libraries 
w here such a state of affairs would not 
be allowed to exist for a m om ent, and 
they are, therefore, determ ined th at if 
they can receive th e proper aid from the 
citizens, th e L ibrary shall become w hat 
it ought to be—an educator of the people, 
a place w here inform ation can be ob­ 
tained, w here students m ay learn, w rit­ 
ers m ay obtain references, school chil­ 
dren receive proper literature, aud, above 
all. an institution of w hich the citizens 
m ay be proud. 
T he first step taken in th is direction 
wan in th e selection of a librarian, a iady 
who has spent m any years in studying 
library w ork, an d w ho h as thoroughly 
exam ined and inspected m ost of the 
principal libraries of the U nion, and is 
therefore capable of co-operating with 
th em in th eir efforts to place tn e library 
on its proper footing. 
A few changes have been m ade in the 
present library, but these are com para­ 
tively unim portant, and th e directors 
have reached a point w here they can pro­ 
ceed no fu rth er w ithout m aterial aid 
from the public. 
In about a m onth th e library will 
m ove into new qu rters a t th e new City 
H all, where there will be room for m any 
thousand books. 
T he parchase of these 
books is w hat is now required, and to do 
th is considerable m oney will be needed. 
T he city funds are a t th eir low est ebb, so 
th at no aid can be expected from th at di­ 
rection an d th e only hope of the directors is 
in th e generosity of th e public, iu which 
the directors have th e greatest fa ith ; hut 
th ey request th a t w hatever is to be done 
will be done quickly. 
W hen th e directors look a t the cata­ 
logues of other libraries, such as the St. 
Louis w ith 07,000 volum es, the B alti­ 
m ore w ith 04,093 volum es, th e Chicago 
w ith 138,902 volum es, th e New Y’ork 
M ercantile w ith 219,502 volum es, the 
B irm ingham w ith 152,654 volumes, the 
Boston A tbem eum w ith 159,984 volumes, 
th e W orcester, M ass., w ith 70,350 vol­ 
um es, the C incinnati w ith 108,444 vol­ 
um es, th e C ornell w ith 104,539 volumes, 
and the Lowell w ith 33,986 volumeb, and 
th en at th e insignificant library of not 
m ore th in 5,000 volum es in Los Angeles, 
they feel assured th a t th e people will re­ 
spond heartily and in large am ounts. 
T he history of libraries will ehow th at 
m ost of those w hich are of real and ac­ 
know ledged value have been supported, 
in part at least, by endow m ent funds, 
while those institutions w hich have been 
entirely dependent upon city appropria­ 
tions have been of less value. 
The citi­ 
zens should therefore n ot only supply the 
necessary funds for m aking the library 
w hat it should be, b u t should take steps 
to create an endow m ent fund to provide 
for its future advancem ent. 
In nrging 
liberal donations th e claim íb put forward 
on the gronnd th a t none of th e m aterial 
interests of a city can certainly be more 
im portant to its well being th an th e de­ 
velopm ent of its citizens in intelligence, 
in practical knowledge, in cultivated skill 
and in power to apply to industrial pur­ 
suits the constantly increasing discov­ 
eries in science and the a r t s ; th a t no 
m oney expended will bring such a rich 
return as th at w hich is devoted to secure 
th is developm ent, au d th a t no in stru ­

getting tired and footsore in their travels, 
threatening to fall by the wayside. The 
Superintendent of the Normal was there, 
to meet many of his former pupils, aid­ 
ing the State Superintendent in pushing 
and leading tho weary oneB along. The 
County Superintendent, the members of 
the city School Board, the Trustees of 
the county Fchools, the former teachers, 
who are having their well-earned rest 
after hard work in the educational fields, 
enjoyiDg the sunny blessings of our glo­ 
rious piece of world; the student from 
the Normal school, the college professors, 
and the citizen interested in popular 
school education, were there—they were 
present to teach, listen and learn I 
W hat a great field for sowing good 
seed upon! The much vaunted produc­ 
tions of the virgin soil of Southern Cali­ 


fornia are sterile in comparison to th a t! 
Every good word spoken—every noble 
thought propounded, takes root and re­ 
turns a harvest of blessings, perpetuated 
>or time to come, and spreading into un­ 
limited distances. W hat an opportunity 
ti immortalize wise sayings and recom­ 
mendation of things which shall tend to 
make better men and women of our 
growing generations. 
Think of the great Romans and 
Greeks, surrounded by a circle of listen­ 
ers, every one of whom is trained to un­ 
derstand and propagate everything good 
an I great in the direction of education. 
Over four hundred apostles to carry out 
truths spoken during these days, as 
against twelve, who revolutionized the 
world nineteen centuries ago. What 
means had Frcebel and Peetalozzi to in­ 
troduce their ideas of teaching? Horace 
Mann, the great educator, Abbe Huye, 
Gn::zenbuehl and others, had not such 
a legion of helpers. There would bo no 
village in Christendom without a pop­ 
ular school, kindergarten or manual 
training school had the old masters 
above named had one-fourth of the 
power which such a gathering as that 
of last week offered. 
. 
Have our teachers fully weighed the 
importance of such meetings? 
Have 
they brought up for debate everything 
belonging to the curriculum of modern 
teaching? W hat have they done for 
moral training, for school gymnastics, 
for manual training and for music? 
Was there one amongst the many 
teachers who knew of the great good 
which is produced in the school by sing­ 
ing? Did no one know in that concourte 
of people that singing in school is a 
Rource of health, through the exercise of 
the lungs, abdomen and the vocal or­ 
gans? No one who has experienced the 
great moral influence of the song on the 
inost refractory child? Not one who 
knew that the* teacher’s moral suasion, 
the mother's loving words, or the princi­ 
pal’s rod is not as potent with the ma­ 
jority of so-called obstreperous children 
as the threat to withhold the singing les­ 
son ? And if any one was there who knew 
this, why did he or she not arise to in- 
(reduce or recommend the subject of 
“ Music in the Public Schools?” 
They 
had forgotten it in the excitement of the 
hour. 
W hen on the reception evening, the 
University Band 
played, they were 
reminded; when the quartett fang, 
they might have thought of it. Miss 
Breed’s singing might have refreshed 
their memory. Some gentlemen sang, 
and who knows but the foundation to all 
the musical programme was laid in the 
public school. The younger sister of 
godly music, elocution, had an able 
defender there in the person of l ’rof. 
Ludlam, but vocal music—where was 
the man or woman to take up the glove 
for it in that arena? 
It seemed aH if theee people were 
afraid to touch the Bubject. Many in the 
course of tho week spoke the word 
music, but that was all. No earnest 
recommendation was made to put this 
county on a level with even poorer ones 
of the Eastern States, by introducing 
music in the public schools. The costs 
of such an undertaking would be small, 
the time taken from other studies, would 
be fully made up by the better disposi­ 
tion of the scholar to his literary task, 
after the healthful recreation of singing. 
Gentlemen of the county schools, 
directors of the public schools of this 
city, try music in the schools. Ladies 
and gentlemen teachers, give muBic- 
teaching a little attention and a space in 
your deliberations in your future meet­ 
ings of the city teacaers, the County 
Institute, and, in fact, in all gatherings 
of true teachers of the young of this part 
of the world. It will redound to your 
credit, forever.

Chief of Police Burns proposes to re­ 
member the Sabbath day and keep it as 
holy, as the bad behavior of some of the 
citizens of Los Angeles will allow. Or­ 
ders are issued to the detectives and 
tlioce on special duty to do nothing on 
Sunday that they can just as well attend 
to during the week. The force will be 
forced down to its smallest convenient 
dimension, so that as many men as pos­ 
sible will have the day off. 
In most large cities Sunday is the hard­ 
est police day of the week. The men 
who work by the week are all paid off 
Saturday night, and not a few of them 
make use of the holiday which follows 
(he next day to get drunk to make a 
row. In manv places all saloons are 
closed on Sunday, and the practice pre­ 
vails of making Monday the pay day. 
Reference to (he police book of arrests 
will reveal the fact that almost any day 
in the week contains more cases of drunk 
and disorderly than Sunday, which 
would seem to indicate that the fourth 
commandment is held in espeeial venera­ 
tion in Los Angeles.

new line is 
to 
be called th e Den 
ver, C olorado C ity an d Pacific R ailroad 
C om pany, and as at p resent outlined will 
ru n as follows: From G rand Ju n c tio n ,in 
M esa county, Colorado, dow n G rand 
riv er to a junction in G reen river as 
nearly as possible upon th e w ater-grade 
to be hereafter established, through the 
T erritory of U tah and th e States of Ne­ 
vada, C alifornia and th e T erritory of 
A rizona; thence to th e m outh of the 
Colorado 
river 
a t a point w here it 
em pties into th e Gulf of C alifornia, and 
by the m ost feasible route to Kan Diego, 
Lob AngeleH an d San F rancisco; anil 
also to build a line of railroad from 
the 
junction 
of G reen 
and 
G rand 
rivers, running north up th e valley of 
G reen river by the m ost feasible route 
for a junction w ith th e U nion Pacific. 
T he projectors are very sanguine about 
th e affair, and, in the figures th ey have 
draw n up, estim ate a through annual 
travel of 50,000 passengers, a t tw o and a 
half cents a m ile, yielding a revenue of 
$12,500,000. 
To this th ey add $750,000 
for local travel, and $4,000,000 for freight 
receipts, bringing the total up to $6,000,­ 
000.

w alking delegate of th e Ale an d Porter 
Brewery E m ployee’Protective Association 
who compose Local A ssem bly 8,390, em ­ 
braced iu D istrict A ssem bly 49, K nights 
of Labor. 
T h e m en im plicated and who 
are in custody are Jo h n O’C onnell, Presi­ 
d ent of th e Local A ssem bly ; P atrick F. 
Close and T hom as R eardon, m em bers of 
the E xecutive C om m ittee. 
O’C onnell 
was P resident of th e E xecutive Com 
m ittee 
an d 
undertook 
to 
bring 
Stevenson to termB. 
T he prisoners con­ 
stituted the com m ittee at tlie tim e of th e 
explosion. 
A ccording to th e inform er’s 
statem ents, th e com m ittee w ent about to 
invent som e schem e w hereby Stevenson 
would be m ade to recognize th e Union 
and discharge th e non-U nion m en.

first plan w as to send Union m en to th e 
brew ery to apply for w ork and state th at 
they w ere not attach ed to th e U nion. 
T he m en w ho m ig h t secure em ploym ent 
under this disguise wore to place greaee

vats. 
Several 
applicants 
w ho 
vieited 
th e 
brew ­ 
ery 
failed 
to

em ploym ent. 
T he conspirators, th en , contrived to blow 
up the brew ery. 
T he engine of destruc­ 
tion. it was plan n ed , should be exploded 
in the engine-room . 
An opportunity to 
reach th e engine-room was not afforded 
th e conspirators, an d th e dynam ite was 
finally used iu th e area. 
T he detectives 
who have been on the case learned 
recently th a t O’C onnell stated at a m eet­ 
ing th at it w as one thing to blow up 
th e brew ery, and another to prove it. 
Inspector ByrneB, a fter securing Fitzger­ 
a ld s confession, took him before the 
grand jury on F rid ay , w here he repeated 
his confession, a n d in d ictm en ts were 
found.

R ic h m o n d , Va., . ,*ril 7.—The worst 
storm of tbe season prevailed here yes­ 
terday. 
It commenced with thunder 
and lightning, and was followed by rain, 
hail, snow and high winds. 
W in c h e s t e r , Va., April 17.—A furious 
snowstorm and blizzard has passed here. 
All day yeBterday snow fell fourteen 
inches deep—as much as has fallen dnr 
ing the entire winter. 
The winds were 
very high all day. 
Telegraph wires are 
down in all directions. 
N o r f o l k , Va., April 7 .— The storm of 
thunder, lightning and hail which broke 
over the city yesterday morning,changed 
last night, turning into a cyclone wind, 
blowing at tbe rate of 54 miles an hour 
until 5 o'clock this morning. The winds 
came from the northwest and blew into 
the harbor and its tributaries a tide 
which, at high water thiB morning, was 
18 inches higher than ever recorded be­ 
fore. 
The lower part of the city was 
flooded, and fire broke out on Water 
street, caused by the slacking lime on 
the wharf of John 0. (Jamage 
Son. 
The entire block, with th e exception of 
Savage, Son & 
Company's, commis­ 
sion merchants, was in flames. The 
old cotton exchange building, containing 
800 bales of cotton, and the war< h use of 
Perry & Co., containing about 600 bales 
of cotton, were totally destroyed. Santo3 
A Bro., coal dealers, lost everything ex­ 
cept their office building. 
The loss on 
the building and stock destroyed in this 
block is estimated at $150,000, partially 
insured. 
It is probable that the losses 
sustained by the wholesale grocery m er­ 
chants from the water forced into their 
warehouses by the unprecedented tide 
will nearly equal this am ount. Hundreds 
of barrels of sugar and flour and otlmr 
goods are ruined. 
During the storm the 
roofs of the opera-house, of the Masonic 
Temple and of many dwellings were torn 
off, the Virginia Beach railroad depot 
was badly iujuredy and the track for 
hundreds of yards seriously damaged. 
In Portsmouth Are destroyed the lime 
and lumber yard of Trugil A Hill. 
The United Statss ship Pensacola sank 
in the dry dock last night, where she was 
being repaired for sea. 
One of her sea 
valves had been opeued for inspection 
and another one was out. 
The tide 
flooded the deck and she filled with 
water, and, getting off her keel, sank 
before she could be gotten in position 
again. 
The Simpson dry dock 
wae 
flooded, and the damage will 
reach 
$40,000. 
The wires along the (roast are all down. 
No reports can be had from shipping. It 
is feared that serious damage has beeu 
done, as there was no warning of the 
storm given.

determ ined to put an end to bis out­ 
lawry. 
Detective Baldwin swore out a 
warrant for Moran, and, accompanied by

located the criminal in a house in Tag- 
well county, Virginia. 
Early in the 
morning they went to the house and 
Baldwin at once sprang into the room. 
Seeing a man whom he supposed to be 
Moran in bed, he called to him to sur­ 
render.

at the door of another room and fired 
two shots

L eaning a t the open w indow ,contem plat­ 
in g th e vista of chim ney pots an d discon­ 
so late tiled roofs th at spread aw ay to the 
sm oky horizon of 
L am beth, sat the 
lodger in this Bohem ian asylum . 
H e 
w as som ething older th an a boy and 
younger th an a m a n . 
H is slim iigure, 
broad in th e shoulders, th in in th e fla n k ; 
b is black h air and gray-blue e y e s; his 
com plexion, as fair as th at of a girl, in­ 
dicate th e Irish race.

dressing gown, faced w ith blue s ilk ; bis 
back was turned to th e door by w hich 
h is v isitor had entered. 
H e w as rea d ­ 
ing a m anuscript. 
W ithout raising h is 
h ead h e m otioned the in tru d er w ith h is 
h a n d 10 a chair. 
“ O ne m om ent, my dear M orton. 
Sit 
dow u. 
Not a word until I have finished 
th is scene—just half a page.” 
T h e youDg m an took the c h air and 
w aited th e m anager’s leisure, rehearsing 
th e apology he should m ake.

W hen Jules V erne’s ideal Phineas 
Fogg was making his trip around the 
world in eighty days, expense was a 
very minor consideration.
